German planes raided England and Wales also, for the 
eighth straight night of bombing or reconnaissance raids. 
Five persons were wounded, thrée seriously, in the raids on 
Britain during the night, the home security ministry said.

ISTANBUL, Turkey, June 29— 

Turkey announced that all civil- 
fans between 15 and 65 will be 
subject to service in some form if 
the government decides to invoke 
general mobilization. The an- 
nouncement is taken to indicate 
that the Turkish government is 
considering the advisability of 
mobilizing additional land, sea 
and air forces. This would be in 
fear that the war might spread to 
the Balkans and the Near East. 

It ig indicated that general mili- 
tary mobiliztion in Turkey 
ordered only in the event of “excep- 
tional circumstances.” 

At the same time Turkey is re- 
ported ready to mass troops along 
the Syrian frontier as a result of the 
French armies of the Near East be- 
ing ordered to cease hostilities | 
against Germany and Italy.

The Turkish president and the 
premier of Iraq have held a long 
conference and unofficia! sources 
say that the future of Syria was one 
of the outstanding topics discussed.

ford, was arrested today at her 
home, Savetay Farm, Benham,

Plainclothes men detained Lady 
Mosley under defence regulations. 
Her husbari, Sir Oswald, was 
jailed May 23. 

Sir Oswald is the leader of the 
British Fascists. Miss Freeman- 
Mitford is an admirer of Hitler 
who returned to England from 
Munich in January — suffering 
from a bullet wound in her neck 
which never was publicly ex- 
plained. She and Lady Mosley 
are daughters of Lord Redesdale.

IS REDUCED 


Smaller Men May Join the 


Army As Physicel Re- 


quirements Changed 


OTTAWA, June 29. — Physical 
requirements for the Canadian 
army have been reduced, the na- 
tional defence department an 
nheunced Friday. Now a recruit 
with a minimum of five feet, a 
minimum weight of 120+ pounds 
and minimum chest measurement 
at expiration of 32 inches will be 
accepted in the Canadian Active 
Service Force and the Non- 
Permanent Active Militia. 


Under the old regulations the 
Minimum height was five feet, four 
inches fom all units except the ar- 
tillery, \@ ch was five feet seven 
inches for garrison, heavy and siege 
gunners and five feet six inches for 
horse artiliery and field gunners 
Minimum weight was 135 pounds 
for cavalry and 140 pounds for 
other arms. Standard of chest 
m>asurement was at least 34 inches 

Youths between 18 and 19 with 
minimum chest measurement of 32 
inches could be attested if their 
general health was good 


MEDICAL CATEGORIES 

Recruits will still, for medical 
purposes, be divided in categories 
“A”, “B", and "“C”, but categories 
“B’ and “C” will be subdivided in 
“Bi” and “C.1" and “C.2." Cate- 
gory “D", which will not be used 
for medical examination of recruits, 
will comprise soldiers undergoing 
treatment which prevents regular) 
discharge of their ordinary 
and who on completion of treat- 
ment will be fit for service in cate- 
gories “A”, “B” or “C”. 

Men able to see to shoot or 
drive, who can undergo severe 
strain and who are free from im- 
portant disabilities will be placed 
in category “A.” These men can 
be employed in any arena in a 
theatre of war. 

In category “B. 1” will be includ- 
ed men able to see to shoot or drive 
who can undergo considerable ex- 
extion, not inyolving severe strain, 
who can march five miles and who 
suffer from non-prugressive dis- 
abilities. These men may be em- 
ployed in lines of communication, | 
in base and garrison duties. They} 
may be given duties at home or 
abroad except in the infantry. They 
can work in all units as clerks, | 
batmen, orderlies, storemen, on fani- 
tary duties and as skilled tracesmen. 
They can algo be enlisted in railway 
troops. 

In category “B. 2” will be includ- 
ed men able to see, to shoot of drive, 
who can walk five miles, with mod- 
erate non-progressive disabilities 
and able to hear sufficiently for or- 
dinary purposes. These men may 
be employed on base duties at home 
or abroad or enlisted in forestry 
battalions 

In catogery “C. 1” will be included 
men free from serious organic dis- 
eases who are able to stand home 
service conditions. These men must 
be able to walk five miles. They 
will be fit for service in Canada 
only, for guard duties at vulnerable 
points and in internment camps. | 
Those now overseas placed in this 
category may remain for base duties 
overseas. 

Category "C.2” will include men} 
able to stand work of a sedentary 
nature at home They will be em: | 
ployed in Canada only on such sed- 
entary work as clerks batmen 
cooks, orderlies and storemen, Men | 
already overseas and placed in this | 
category may remain overseas for | 
such duties | 

Category “E” will comprise men | 
unfit for service in categories “A”, | 
“B”, or “C”, and soldiers undergoing 
treatment who are not likely to be- | 
come fit within six months. Appli- | 
cations in this category are not to 
be enlisted and soldiers are to be) 
discharged ag soon as possible. | 
STANDARD OF HEARING 
The standards of hearing have} 
been established as follows: | 
A soldier who can hear 15 feet or |

“A”. The same classification will 
apply to soldiers who Can hear 20) 
feet in one ear and with little or no | 
hearing in the other ear but without 
organic or progressive disease 
According to the old regulation, 
a man was supposed to hear with!

A-man who can hear at 10 feet | 
with each ear and without active 
or progressive disease in either ear 
will be placed in category "C1" A 
man who has fully and recently re- | 
covered from a mastoid operation | 
will be placed in category “C.1" for 
three months and then regraded 

Men found to be suffering from

A Resolution for the Day 


Canadians who want to give practical 
expression to their sentiment on the occa- 
sion of the national birthday celebration 
cannot better do so than by resolving, 
each for himself and herself, to buy war 
savings certificates or stamps—system- 
atically. 

The simple fact, which cannot be too 
often repeated or too clearly sensed, is 
that Canada needs the money. Our war 
effort can be only in proportion to the 
means with which to feed, clothe, arm and 
equip our fighting forces. 

No easier way could be devised where- 
by persons in all walks of life can pool 
their savings, small or large, to help save 
Canada—and the other self-governing na- 
tions as well—from the destruction that 
has struck down free nations in Europe 
one after another. 

And it is systematic buying that will 
tell in the long run. A regular flow of 
certificate money and stamp money into 
the Dominion treasury month by month 
is what is needed to keep our war effort 
strong, steady, and sustained. Buy stamps, 
buy certificates; and keep on buying. 


The Republican Candidate 


Mr. Wendell L. Willkie is to be the Re- 
publican candidate for the presidency of 
the United States. He entered the con- 
vention a “dark horse,”’ was rated a Demo- 
crat in 1932, but has fought the New Deal 
relentlessly—and to this circumstance 
probably owes his nomination. 

The views of the new candidate on 
trade and kindred international subjects 
are unknown abroad, and perhaps not 
much better known at home. But he is 
very definitely in favor of continuing 
to supply munitions to the Allies, while 
resolutely opposed to a declaration of war 
against the totalitarian powers. He is 
president of the Commonwealth and 
Southern utilities holding corporation, 
which did not help him any in the conven- 
tion and may not be an asset to him in the 
election. 

Canadians, as next door neighbors, 
will be only less interested than the people 
of the United States in learning what pro- 
posals, domestic and external, the Repub- 
lican leader is to offer as alternatives to 
the well understood policies the Democrats 
have developed under the leadership of 
Mr. Roosevelt. 

If Herr Hitler hoped the Republicans 
would take a straddle-the-fence pose on 
the munitions question, the nomination of 
Willkie shatters the hope. 


Josef On the March 


Herr Hitler having, as he supposed, 
incorporated Rumania in his “orbit by 
putting his friends in power there, part- 
ner Stalin stepped in to grab Bessarabia 
and Bukowina; just as he stepped in to 
grab half Poland after the Fuehrer had 
spent German lives and money to smash 
its defences. 

King Carol appealed to Berlin for help; 
and got only a face-saving excuse that the 
Stalin grab was part of the ‘new order” 
of things to be, and quite all right with 
Hiver and Mussolini—which neither Carol 
nor anybody else will believe for a mo- 
ment, least of all Stalin. 

Josef has gone into the hi-jacking busi- 
ness and is doing well at it. Doing much 
better than when he essayed the role of 
thug himself and attacked little Finland. 
It is cheaper and less trouble to let Adolf 
do the bludgeoning and scheming and 
then arrive in time to help rob the victim. 

Thus far the wily Josef has euchred 
Adolf out of half Poland, Lithuania, Lat- 
via and Estonia—al! marked for annexa- 
tion to the Reich, and the two provinces 
of Rumania. No doubt he is sorry he was 
too far from France to get something out 
of that Nazi victory. His compensation 
may come when the tide of war turns 
against Hitler. Then he may grab the rest 
of Poland, the rest of Rumania, and East 
Prussia to boot; which he will probably do 
if the grabbing looks to be good. 

It must occur to thoughtful Germans 
that while their resources are being

squandered in a war which has already | 


turned every free nation in the world 
against them, Soviet Russia is advancing 


its borders through their sacrifices, con- 
serving its resources, and building up its 
economic strength by selling war supplies 
to their Fuehrer. 


Dominion Day 


When the current of life flows as 
smoothly as it usually does flow in this 
favored land of ours, Dominion Day is to 
the average Canadian just another holi- 
day; a day when he can with clear con- 
science loaf, picnic, or turn out to a “dem- 
onstration” featured mainly by a sports 
program. Deference to the significance 
of the occasion is pretty well limited to 
hanging out the flags, listening to bands 
playing patriotic airs, and perhaps ap- 
plauding a speaker who succeeds in say- 
ing commonplace things in an uncommon 
way. 

Most of us, weather and health permit- 
ting, will spend Monday as we have spent 
so many other Dominion days. But not in 
the same mood, nor with the care-free 
abandon of happier times. For in every 
mind there will be a background of con- 
sciousness that things are not as we have 
known them and would have them be. Our 
country is at war; that we cannot forget 
on any day, least of all on Dominion Day. 
The sight of the flags, the music of the 
bands, will keep us sharply aware of the 
tragic fact. 

So while the manner of observance 
may be similar, the tone and atmosphere 
of this Dominion Day will be different, and 
should be different. Thousands of our 
countrymen are oversea in arms, thous- 
ands more are training in Canada, still 
other thousands are manning our war- 
ships and coast defences. For all those, 
too, Dominion Day a year ago was just a 
delightful mid-summer Canadian holiday. 
They have been called to the stern duty of 
defending, at whatever price, their right 
and ours to celebrate Dominion Day in fu- 
ture as we have in the past. And so have 
we—each where and in the way our Gov- 
ernment may decree. 

We can sum up Canada’s national in- 
terest in this struggle in a single sentence. 
We are fighting to preserve Dominion 
Day.

Canada Responds 
Mr. Churchill's speech, in its immediate 
effects and in its contribution to the future, may 
well rank as one of the turning points of the 
war. If Hitler has any sense of moral values, 
he will recognize it as a challenge to mortal 
conflict. It will disabuse his mind of any idea 


of easy victory and an early peace. He will 
know that the democratic cause cannot com- 
pound with him or surrender to him; that the 
defending forces of civilization and Christianity 
will only yield ground after a desperate defence, 
positions; that the banners of the nations that 
have the courage to fight for freedom, even 
though their territories may be under the heel 
of the oppressor, will still float in the breeze; 
that the war will go on, regardless of sacrifice, 
regardless of time, until the hordes of our 
Twentieth Century Genghis Khan are stayed 
and the counter-attack for the rewinning of the 
world for liberty can begin. The heroic age has 
returned to the world; and there will be no lack 
of heroes. “For Freedom's battle once begun, 
bequeathed from bleeding sire to son, though 
baffled oft, is ever won.” 

Churchill's speech, which must take its place 
among the great example of inspiring oratory, 
voices this unconquerable will to resist, and as 
well suggests, as conceivable though not prob- 
able, steps which, if the battle is long and 
strategic retreat necessary, may have to be 
taken, There is an implication in his speech 
which profoundly affects Canada. Of this 
implication the Canadian people, or at least very 
large numbers of them, are conscious; and they 
have risen to it in the spirit of courage and 
devotion which we share with the people of the 
Allied democracies, If it should ever be neces- 
sary, owing to disaster, unforeseen and not be- 
lieved possible, “our Empire across the seas, 
armed and guarded by the British fleet,” said 
Churchill, “will carry on the struggle until, in 
God's good time, the new world, in all its 
strength and might, sets forth to the rescue and 
liberation of the old.” This call to be ready, if 
fate should so dispose matters, to play a role in 
the Great War for the liberation of mankind 
greater than is allotted to it in the dispositions 
of today, has found its answer in the hearts and 
minds of Canadians. 

They have an understanding of the condi- 
tions that may determine 
events; of what it will involve in the assump- 
tion of new, onerous and permanent obligations; 
of what it will mean in terms of sacrifice and 
endurance; and knowing all this, they have been 
expectant that Canada would answer, in words 
as emphatic as those employed by Mr. Churchill, 
that this responsibility if allotted to Canada by 
fate will be resolutely accepted and faithfully 
discharged. Last night Mr. King, in his broad- 
cast to, the Canadian people, gave an answer in 
terms which invests Canada’s war effort with 
new and deep significance. If Mr. Churchill's 
words were a trumpet-call to the Allied nations, 
hardening will and resolving hesitations and 
doubts, their effect on these peoples and on the 
neutral nations that begin to see where their 
duty and their interest lie, cannot but be 
strengthenéd by their endorsement by the Prime 
Minister of Canada.—Winnipeg Free Press.

The ex- 
ample of the British American colonies in 30 
years before reaching a basis of unity was 
ed to by political leaders in Australia, and 
se of time a fairly strong federation party 
up. Its leader was Sir Henry Parke, pre- 
mier of New South Wales, and at the end of 
June, 1890, Sir John A. Macdonald received a 
letter from Sir Henry asking his co-operation 
in the move for federating the Australian col- 

J Of course, any such action had to be 

iplomatic; it would never have done for the 
Canadian prime minister to appear to be inter~- 
fering in the politics of “down under.” He could 
only express his sympathy and assert that “we 
in Canada are looking on with the greatest in- 
terest at this effort to unite all Australasia into 
one confederation, “and if you desire informa- 
tion of any kind with regard to our experience of 
the workings of our confederation I shall] only 
be too happy to send it.” 

The mere fact that Parkes had been in com- 
munication with Macdonald raised quite a storm 


in New South Wales, and when the delegates 
came to the first intercolonial conference at 
Ottawa in 1892 the delegates from both New 


South Wales and Victoria were told to be careful 
in their speeches and not commit their govern- 
ments to any form of federation. As a fact, it 
was a decade before the Commonwealth of Aus- 
tralia was created, after many cabinet mishaps 
in several of the colonies. Finally, of course, 
common sense and financia) need brought union, 
and few have ever regretted the union, save 
some old-timers like the anti-confederates in 
Nova Seotia who stayed “antis” to their deaths.

He has written 
for various musical papers and 
magazines and as conductor of the 
Toronto Conservatory orchestra, 
has introduced a number of mod- 
ern works, including several by 
Canadian composers.

PROVINCES TO 
SECURE HOMES 
FOR EVACUEES 


Churches, Service Clubs | 
May Co-Operate With 
Welfare Officers 


OTTAWA, June 29—Finding 
homes for refugee children from 
the United Kingdom will be the | 
responsibility of the provinces, Re- | 


sources Minister T, A. Crerar said 
last night. 

The minister made this statement 
upon conclusion of a conference 
with representatives of the 
vincial governments and it was in- 
terpreted as meaning charitable or- 
ganizations and individuals must 
subordinate their desires in the 
matter of helping the children ‘to 
the authorities, 

“Churches, service clubs and in- 
dividuals can co-operate in many 
ways with provincial welfare of- 
ficers,” Mr. Crerar said. 

He expressed his appreciation of 
the splendid co-operation given by 
the provinces. “Many offers of free 
homes and also offers of voluntary 
assistance have been received as in- 
terest among Canadians is deep.” 

The conference, it is understood, 
considered plans for looking after 
a great many more children than 
were expected at a previous gath- 
ering of Dominion and provincial 
authorities earlier in June, At 
that time an offer to look after 
10,000 =British youngsters was 
made, 


Several hundred children are ex- | 
pected to arrive shortly and be- 
fore July is over as many as 5,000 
likely will have been transferred 
across the Atlantic.
